1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although 
Edson in view of Lee in view of Skladman and further in view of Kim discloses a fax 
service system in a home network, a middleware server, a fax machine connected to 
the home network and a fax data processing unit, the combination of references failed 
to discloses the claimed structure. In the instant application, a fax machine connected to 
the home network through a power switch and a telephone line, the fax data processing 
unit receives the fax data through the internet and store it in the storage means, then 
the fax data processing unit transmit a control command to the power switch through 
the middleware server to turn the fax machine ON, to transmit the fax data to the fax 
machine through the telephone line and not through the storage mean as discloses in 
the art combination.
